Local Physicians Hold a Postmor- 


tem-Finding-White Liner An* 


chore in the Offing. 


Three days before the Nippon Maru 


arrived in this port a Chinese pas- 
senger in the steerage died. Saturday 
Dr. Day, port physician, and Dr. Car 
michael, United States Government 
physician, made a post mortem exam- 
ination of the body. They pronounced 
the .cause of death to have been the 
dread black plague. Added to this is 
ihe testimony of Dr. Alvarez, to whom 
were sent some of the fluids of the 
4ead man's body. After a careful bac- 
teriological examination, Dr. Alvarez 
stated that bacilli of the plague had 
been found. Tbe Board of Health as- 
sembled in special meeting, and decid- 
ed that the steamer should be held in 
absolute quarantine for seven days. 
At the end of that time, if no further 
sickness has developed, they will con- 
*kter the proper mode of dealing with 
the passengers and cargo. The steam- 
er, however, has tne option of going 
on or being quarantined here 
If she 


goes she will be quarantined in San 
Francisco. Although not 
definitely 


known, it is thought she will go on. 
Teeterday the barges were btfsily en- 
£aged in coaling her. No communica- 
tion whatever has been allowed with 


steamer. It is known, however, 


there are at least three well- 


known Honolulu people aboard. They 
are Mr. and Mrs. H P Wiehman and 
W. D. Monsarrat. 


The cause of the delay of the Nip- 


pon Maru was explained when she 
came into port flying the quarantine 
flag. Dr. Day at once boarded her and 
-was told of the steamer's plague ex- 
perience. Shortly after she left Nag- 
Makd a. case of disease developed in 
a .steerage passenger. The captain put 
lack into the Japanese port, where 


health authorities reported the

schooner Retriever, from 


Hongkong, which moored to Fishmaiy- 
ket wharf at sunset last evening, 
champagne was flowing. There was 
solid contentment even In t*he granite- 
paving stones which Innocently stared, 
up through the hatch from the hold be- 
low and on the faces of the bronzed 
sailors satisfaction 
gleamed. 
For 


through Filipino batteries, Formosan 
pirates and the dreadful typhoons of 
the China Sea has the brave two-stick- 
er passed during the past three 
months. And D. R. Vida, one of the 
able seamen on board, is our "Danny," 
who sailed away from the Orient for 
an experience on the ocean blue. He 
has passed through all the hard trials 


~~a sailorman and can reef a top sail 


and box the compass with any of the 
crew. He looks fine. Down at the 
wharf all his friends were waiting for 
him but, preferring his duty to the 
good home so near, "Danny" remained 
on board. He will be "paid off" like 
the rest of the crew today and will be 
welcomed by his many friends ashore. 
He is strictly business, as indeed are 
all on board. 


The Retriever arrived not unexpect- 


edly. One hundred and three days is 
a long time for any craft to take from 
Hongkong. The old bark Velocity for 
many years plied between this' port 
and Hongkong and averaged fifty,' 
though she has been as high as ninety 
days. There were people who said ma- 
licious things too when these, long 
trips happened. But that's neither 
here nor there. The Retriever is not 
the Velocity. She is one of the swift- 
est of her class and her history is^in- 
teresting. 


Three years ago J. W. Brown, who is 


well known in this port, bought the 
Retriever of a scientific expedition 
which had fallen to pieces in Borneo. 
It was headed by the distinguished 
savants Professor Hillier and Dr. Fur- 
niss (3rd) of the Pennsylvania Univer- 
sity and the dyaks or the wildmen of 
that famous archipelago had given 
them chilblains. Upon the purchase 
being completed Brown took the Re- 
triever-to Hongkong .and completely 
overhauled her tor the China coast 
trade, where she remained until the 
present voyage. 


Hongkong was left on March 3rd and 


the northern extremity of Luzon was 
sighted soon after, owing to adverse 
winds. At this time owner Brown was 
on board 
He determined to land in 


Luzon to secure a new main-top mast 
in place of the one blown away in a 
Irightful typhoon the day before Com- 
ing close-in shore the Retriever des- 
cried a rampart manned by natives 
with the red flag of the Filipinos and 
a white flag of truce surmounting the 
same. At this time tbe British ensign 
had not been hoisted at the peak, but 
a shot from the battery brought it up 
in a jiffy. Nondescripts were seen 
tumbling into the bark catamarans on 
the beach with the evident intention 
of boarding the schooner. It was a 
moment of periL No means of defense 
was on board the vessel, which lay 
peacefully at anchor 
Not a moment 


was to be lost , With anchor weighed 
the men awaited a horrible death, hop- 
ing that kind providence would waft 
a wind for their deliverance. It came, 
and with it yells of chagrin from the 
baffled natives, who saw in the little 
schooner a prize which no one would 
know ahout but themselves

W&ether or not the Federal Consti- 


tution has full force and effect here, 
«B it is on the Mainland, is a question 
that can be authoritatively answered 
only by the Supreme Court of the 
United States. For under the Consti- 
tution *hat tribunal alone has the 
final judgment in all matters affecting 
the Federal Government. 


The decision of our territorial Su- 


preme Court in Federal matters has 
3» force, beyond the territorial bound- 
aries, and at. best is only a pontoon 
bridge over a political river. 


During the last session of Congress 


there was much earnest thought and 
speech about the relation of the Con- 
stitution-.to the territories, and the 
wble debaters came to.directly oppo- 
site conclusions regarding those rela- 
tions. Some of the learned law writ- 
era of the 'Mainland maintain that the 
Constitution doee not affect the-:terri- 
tortes until Congress has expressly 
provided for it and directed its-appli- 
cation, ptteer ' well Qualified jurists 
take the opposite view. 


When highly serious issues are be- 


Zore the Supreme Court of the United 
States that court refuses to be bound 
by any narrow reasoning, or by what 
are called severely .logical arguments. 
It looks with grea^ care to the general 
good of the ..nation, and makes that 
paramount to strict interpretation of 
general provisions. 


•Onr territorial Supreme Court ap- 


; to have followed the practice of 


that haa spent its wild oats. It allow- 
ed, in the early days, the sweepings of 
British civilization to occupy its 
lands, although New Zealand and 
South Australia made earnest efforts 
to secure reputable settlers, and now 
they have their-reward in the singu- 
larly -high character of the average in- 
habitant 


The most noticeable feature is the 


enterprising spirit of the Government, 
reflecting, of course, the spirit and 
broad views of the people, in the di- 
versifying of the industries of these 
colonies. 


We must confess that the Anglo- 


Saxon dominance in Hawaii 
has 


shown little of the spirit of these Brit- 
ish colonists. 


So long as the profits of sugar culti- 


vation were doubtful, the community 
was perhaps justified in securing a 
laboring population without the least 
regard tp character. When the profits 
were assured the obligation existed at 
once to pay some attention to the 
character of the immigrant.. It may 
be safely said that not one per cent 
of the profits on th6 sugar crop of the 
year 1898, has been spent in securing 
such immigrants during the last ten 
years. 


While the British, colonists in Aus- 


tralia: have promoted diversified in- 
dustries with remarkable energy, we 
have .hardly taken the first step in 
that direction.

Attempts had 
been made for many years, without 
success, to raise the silkworm. The 
mulberry plaint, tnorus alba, did nbt 
flourish, but the "multlcaulis" was in-

enough notr, from,the Philippines,and 
It was believed that it would furnish1 


abundant food for the silkworm, and 
the production. of raw silk wouM be 
so vast that the entire nation v/ould 
get rich in a few years. 


The craze began in New England.

When the "morus multlcaulls" craze 


took place,, two hundred years later, 
the history of the tulip istania was. un- 
known; to the people of America, be- 
cause they did not read about such 
things,! and no one cared to listen to 
the students and scholars who had 
only book learning.

Just now it 1s at the 
feverish point in the ca.pllallzatlon of 
pome thousands of millions In truet 
company securities. The promoters of 
th*-se trusts present tbe most convinc- 
ing arguments about their great value, 
and wh^n the peopie become infected 
with the microbes of speculation they 
are in a mood to take any risks. In any 


plate ; can make a . reasonable profit 
when a box of tin plate is sold at, $3.50, 
the:trjjst has raised the price to '$5 per 
box, 'Bo that consumers or canners 
must pay an additional and enormous 
profil'.of $1.50 per box to the manufac- 
turers;.- It is said that the canneries 
of California alone paid last year 
$576^000 of this excessive tribute to the 
manufacturers.

Growth—Matt. vi:28. Realizing as I 


do the importance of this occasion and 
knowing how easily I might miss the 
opportunity H affords, 1 appear before 
you hesitatingly. 
1 gladly greet you graduates, stud- 


ents, ana ail young people ana invite 
you to the consideration ot the im- 
portant subject of growth. This is a 
scriptural subject, yet like many an- 
other important truth, it is not stated 
in any single sentence. It is, how- 
ever, implied in -the life to which the 
Bible leads and it appeals to us from 
symbol and parable, precept and adage 
of this sacred book. It calls us to a 
higher, nobler and more perfect life. 
The growth of the whole man in all 
the elements of true and eternal man- 
hood—this is my theme. To intro- 
duce it, I call your attention to the 
beautiful parable of the lilies, "Con- 
sider the lilies of the field, how they 
grow!" 
Passing the thought of the necessity 


of growth whlcfc inheres in plant and 
animal life I desire to emphasize. 


1. The growth of man as a duty 


Growth is not a mere privilege; it is 
an obligation. Many think it but 
possibility wnich may be realized or 
not at the convenience or pleasure of 
the individual—that \t only concerns 
him and is not of so great import as to 
be of commanding interest 
But 


growtfi should be considered aa a duty. 
God demands it of us. In Justice to 
ourselves, our f ellowmen and our Mak- 
er, we cannot neglect this important 
obligation. To neglect it is to dwarf our 
powers, to belittle-our lives, to deny 
the world the help and good we should 
render our fellow man and to defeat 
the designs of our Creator in us. It 
cannot be neglected without 
injury, 
loss and guilt-. jNeltb.eruGod.jnar man 
exonerates the negligent man who falls 
to make progress toward the limit of 
his capacity. 
That God expects man to develop by 


his own thought and conscious effort 
the capabilities of his being is empha- 
sized in many passages of his word. 
Note the parables of the talents and 
of the pounds. After the Master had 
distributed His goods, His charge was 
"occupy till I come." Reckoning with 
these servants on His return, to those 
who by patient activity had increased 
their gifts he1'pronounced words of 
highest commendation, giving to them 
rich rewards. But to the Indolent one, 
who sought to return to the Master 
Just what he had received, trying vain- 
ly to justify his course, the Master ut- 
tered words of condemnation. "Thou 
wicked and slothful servant .Thou 
oughtest to have put my money to the 
exchangers that at my coming I might 
have received mine own with usury. 
Take therefore, the talent from him; 
cast ye the unprofitable servant 
into 


outer darkness," 


God's great commandment is "Thou 


shall love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart" What does this imply but 
that our love to Him shall be up to the 
limit of our capacity of soul? That by 
His grace we shall so cultivate our af- 
fection for Him that we shall be able 
to love Him supremely with a full, 
steadfast, ardent? love. Will it suffice 
when we shall pusillanimously continue 
to offer Him a sordid, Sckle and weak 
love, saying "it is our best" Jesus 
said to a church that bad had time to 
develop a warm love for him, "I will 
spew you out of my mouth, for ye are 
neither hot nor cold." God has the 
right to demand a love which is lim- 
ited only by our capacity, when His 
grace is all-sumdent to that end. 


Our common humanity has claims 


upon us. We should love our neighbor 
as we love ourselves. Our lives should 
be helpful, inspiring and encouraging 
to others. Every man is under obli- 
gation to present himself in the high- 
est development possible, in the inter- 
est of society, the state and the race 
The honorable man will gee that he 
has no right to defraud those who 
have claims upon Him by any failure 
to augment Hla powers. 


God will Judge men by what they 


might ha\e been as well aa by what 
they are, by what they have left un- 
done as weTl as by what they have 
done, and thus do right-minded men 
Judjre us now.

Slogget and Dr. Andrews, the surgi- 
cal staff, the institute is beginning to 
make itself felt. Every day some per- 
son in needy circumstances avails 
himself of its privileges. Even on the 
other islands it is becoming known. 
Last week a sufferer came from Ha- 
waii for relief. All possible care is 
taken to see that no person, who is 
able to pay, takes advantage of the 
public charity.
